"Governor Adkins deserves greal 


credit for accomplishing his highway 
debt refunding program," continued 
O. A, Graves, "but in Lloyd Spen- 
cer he had Ihe help of a truly great 
banker. Consider for a moment what 
happened. 


"The Eastern bankers led the gov- 


ernor to believe he might get a 3 per 
cenl interest rate—but al Ihe last 
moment Ihey said, 'No, we've got to 
have 3'/a per cent.' 


"But not all the banking brains is 


in New York and Chicago. Small town 
folks know a thing or too, also. 
Lloyd and the governor \vent lo Jesse 
Jones and jjersuaded the RFC to act. 
Arkansas saved millions of dollars— 
and the very bankers who sparred 
for 3'/<; per cent interest were glad 
to buy back from the RFC part of 
the refunding issue it had under- 
written *at lower terms." 


Launching into lighter vein, Mr. 


Graves reviewed what it meant to 
have a United States Senator in Hope. 
"Of course everybody wants some- 
thing from you, Lloyd," he said. "We'd 
like to have Highways 29 and 4 pav- 
ed. We'd like to have Ihe airport 
developed.

More Funds to 
Aid Army, Navy 


Committee Recom- 
mends 4 Billions 
for New Plant 


WASHINGTON -(/P)- An addit- 


ional outlay of $4,073,810,074 for the 
army and navy, including funds foi 
new plant capacity sufficient to sup- 
ply a 4-million-man army "on a com- 
bat status" was recommended lo the 
house Friday by its 
committee. 
appropriations 


About half the huge sum would 


be a direct cash appropriation, with 
the balance in contract authorizations 
for which congress would have to 
provide the funds later, possibly this 
year. 


The 
committee 
explained 
that 


roughly half of the army's 53,778,- 
393,254 share was ear-marked for new 
projects. The balance originally had 
been included in the war department's 
estimate for the fiscal year starting 
July 1 and was transferred to this 
aill to expedite the program.

War tMouds, threats and requests 


from our consul caused us to leave our 
work, which was not easy with a 
family of 700 happy leper inmates who 
depended upon us as their own par- 
ents. 


On the Good Ship Coolidgc, there 


were over 1,000 people, many of whom 
were e vacua I ing from .every nook and 
corner of the Far East, Burma, Phil- 
ippines, Indo-China, Tibet, Free China, 
Occupied China, Manchuria, Korea, 
Japan proper and other 
sections. 


Daily conferences were held when 
each day two or more gave reports of 
their districts. One lady was so cut 
off that she came out on an airplane, 
allowed only 3D pounds of baggage of 


all her possessions. One of the most 
interesting reports was from Burma, 
the Burma road with the thousands 
of American trucks on and beside that 
wonderful road, the only entrance 
for many supplies. 


Of the Gfi missionaries of our Board 


all have exacuated except five, who 
are willing lo go lo concentration 
camps if they should suddenly be 
cut off. In Korea $iost of Ihe mission 
bodies have evacualed, though a few 
Presbyterian and Catholics are still 
there. 


One lias to reside in one of these 


foreign lands only a very short while 
to appreciate our great and wonderful 
land, America, land of the free and 
brave. Out there one is not allowed 
even to have his own thoughts—or 
at leasl Ihey try to control all thoughts 
and every word over radio or in the 
press is censored. So the news is loo 
uncertain to read. 


In 
Kobe 
one is allowed 
three 


matches a day, litlle or no butter, and 
most groceries and supplies are cut 
off. 
A pound and half of sugar al- 


lowed so we took part of our supplies 
left over to a friend when there was 
great rejoicing for a bag of sugar 
and one of flour. In our city when a 
keg of nails arrived there are 100 peo- 
ple ready to get their share or aloted 
portion.

The greater danger is that 
all strikes will be put in this class 


an emotional public. 


Second, there is a possibility of "or- 


ganization strikes" being called in 
shops with almost no union members, 
simply on the hope of labor leaders 
:hat recognition can be forced by pitt- 
ing the employer "on the • spdt" in 
the defense crisis. 


Third, the jurisdictibnal strike. To 


strike simply because other workers, 
members of a legitimate;and recogniz- 
ed union working under" legal con- 
tract, are rivals to the striking un- 
on, is out of order today* 


Fourth, there may be , strikes in 


plants Whose managers will try to 
take advantage of the defense situa- 
tion and the unpopularity of strikes 
to break up well-established unions 
and nullify their quite legitimate ef- 
forts to keep their members afloat 
in the stream of rising prices and 
new conditions. 


The Wagner Act provides machinery 


for showing by 'orderly vote who re- 
presents who in any shop. The fed- 
eral government offers 
conciliation 


and mediation machinery, and is in- 
creasing it. Now is the time to use 
it, and the spirit back of it, as never 
before. 
' 


The President, in appealing against 


"unnecessary" strikes and "short-sight- 
ed" management, struck the keynote 
by emphasizing that neither labor nor 
management will be able to keep free- 
dom if the present effort fails. Both 
must' be wise, foresighted and wil- 
ling to accept the responsibilities of 
the day and time. 


Some of the labor situations which 


will arise this spring will be trying. 
They will require every ounce of 
patience for settlement without either 
taking from labor its" hard-earned 
rights or allowing it to ride rough- 
shod over the rights of employers and 
the public.

Even in the face of 
possible intervention of Japan, which 
he discounted as a threat to Bri- 
tain and America, the "key" of the 
war is "the Anglo-German struggle." 


Effect of the passage of the lease- 


lend bill on the British war effort',- 
he declared, was .noticeable in the 
"intensification" of Royal Air Force 
attacks on Nazi-held bases the fol- 
lowing day. The "stepping up" of 
these assaults, he said, "meant there 
was no doubt the United States would 
send all-out aid and that plane' los- 
ses could be made up by increasing 
flow of new weapons from the Unit- 
ed States nnd British factories." 


American-British relations, he said, 


are closer than ever because "in- 
terests of the two countries are iden- 
tical." 


Both nations, he asserted, have a 


common interest in "the maintenance 
of a peaceful world." The end of the 
war will not "result in any differentia-

in these relations, he added. 


The German people, he declared,

'What shall I do with Jesus who i 


called Christ?" is the Golden Tex 
of this lesson.

ed Filate as the accusers of Jesus 
claimored for His condemnation. It is 
the question that also inevitably con- 
fronts almost every man and woman. 


Jesus stands in history and in life 


as a great challenging figure. Men 
cannot ignore Him or leave Him 
alone. To some He is the Son of God, 
the Holy One of Israel, the Great 
Teacher and Master, to whom they 
give allegiance and to whom they 
ook for salvation and strength. Oth- 
ers think of Him only as a man, 
emphasizing almost entirely His hu- 
man character and stripping Him of 
all that uniqueness of divinity which 
His followers have attributed to Him. 


Still others write volume after vol- 


ume to prove that He never really 
existed, and that the story of Jesus 
is only a myth or a legend. 


For some of "these it is still a beau- 


tiful, myth or legend; for others -i 
represents something to be attackec

Yet the world cannot get away from 


the reality of this Christ. At al 
most every angle of life He stands, 
in some way challenging us. He chal- 
lenges the sincere and earnest with 
His way of life and with His ex- 
ample. He challenges the selfish and 
the greedy with His gospel of un- 
selfishness and brotherly love. He 
challenges the sinful and discouraged 
with His offer of salvation and help, 
and He challenges a weary and dis- 
traught world with His offer of rest. 


That, perhaps, is the most amazing 


thing of all, for who among the world's 
great men has ever offered to others 
rest? Those who would gain a fol- 
lowing among their fellow men have 
offered wealth and power and con. 
quest and glory and adventure—but 
Jesus kne that the deepest of all 
human needs is the need of rest. 


Filate understood none of these 


things and thus, though he was well 
intentioned, he was weak and he was 
willing because of his fears and his 
ambition to deliver Jesus over to 
those ho crucified Him. 


With the experienpe o' nineteen 


centuries behind us we ought to have 
a better understanding of what Jesus 
means. We ought to perceive more 
clearly the rest and peace that He 
has given to those who have accept- 
ed His way of life and trusted in 
Him. 
We ought to understand more 


fully than even Pilate, the 
Roman, 


could have understood it; how al- 
most all the world's tragedy centers 
around the fact that men have re- 
jected the way of Jesus, which is 
the way of life and love and peace, 
and have turned to the ways of the 
world and of the devil, which are the 
ways of lust of power, and evil, and
